Meanwhile, the Soviet Union was 
reported to have sent four civilian 
transport: aircraft to India to help 
in the cholera effort. 

In Geneva, the ‘World Council of 
Churches appealed to ita 252 mem- 
ter churches for funds and inedical 
suppHes, including one million doses 
of cholera vacelne, 


from Calcutta it was reported 
that armed reserve police were 
called out yesterday to prevent riot- 
ing between near-starving Hast Pa- 
kistan refugees and angry Tnodian 
residents at Barasat, 24 kms. north 
of Calcutta. 

Though more international aid is 
beginning to flow in for cholera vic- 
‘tims among the refugees who have 
swarmed into Ondia, there are fears 
that political agitators are at work 
among them. - 


Cosmonauts busy in 
outer space lab 


MOSCOW (Reuter). —— Three Soviet 
cosmonauts yesterday continued an 
elaborate programme of checking 
systems and instruments aboard the 
world's first outer space laboratory, 
orbiting the earth at 32,000 kp.h. 
and 250 kms. up, 

Salyut, put into active service for 
the ‘first time on Monday, bristles 
with telescopes, spectrometers, tele- 
vision cameras, medical test equip- 
ment, gadgets for measuring radla- 
tion, control panels and switch- 
boards. 

About 20 metres long, it looks 
somewhat like an old-fashioned tele- 
scope, to judge by an artist’s im- 
preasion in the newspaper “Pravda.” 
It consists of three linked cylinders. 
(See picture on Page 8). 

Tass seld the spacemen’s second 
working day waa now over. From 
3 p.m, Moscow time yesterday to 
1 am. today Salyut waa out of the 
zone of radio-visibility. 

During this time the cosmonauta 
were taking turna to rest, doing 
physical exercises and checking each 
other's health. 

Yesterday, the craft waa boosted 
16 kms. up to an orbit of between 
240 and 265 kms, above the earth's 
surface, The move prolongs Salyut’s 
working life by ensuring tt does 
not sink too low, re-enter the earth's 
atmosphere and burn up. 

‘This ig the second boosting Salyut 
has had since it wag lamohed 
more than seven weekg ago, on 
April 19. 

The three spacemen Lt.-Col, 
Georgy Dobrovolsky, the ecomman- 
der, Flight Engineer Viadlalay Vol- 
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Kov, the only crew member to have 
flown in space before, and test 
engineer Viktor Patsayey — repor- 
ted to earth yesterday that they 
were feeling fine. 

Television shots showed Col. Do- 
brovolsky checking and making 
notes in bis log book seated in a 
low-slung chair before a control 
panel. Another crewman floated in 
an almost upright position in the 
background fiddling with what ap- 
peared to be a screwdriver at a 
control panel. 

A Soviet cosmonaut, Dr. Konstan- 
tin Feoktistov, who took part in 
the Voskhod flight in 1964, told 
“Pravda” yesterday the crew’s pri- 
mary task on this mission would 
be to check the onboard systems 
and the tons of precious scientific 
regearch equipment for 
space, and geophysical phenomena.

“bumanitarian assistance” circula- 
ted by U Thant last March. The 
precise purpose of such aid was 
nowhere spelled out, but the gene- 
ral assumption was that it would 
be channelled ie. tighter ant Pr 
tuguese guerrilla fighters - 
zambique, who actually control 
parts of that country. 

However, many South Africans, 
among them Prime Minister John 
‘Vorster, took umbrage at what they 
assumed to be cash aid already 
given by Israel to African ‘“free- 
dom movements,” which might be 
engaged in fighting South African 
troops. 

The alm was not immediately 
clarified by Israeli diplomats in 
South Africa, who, ignorant of the 
facts, but badgered by questioners, 
rushed to justify thelr Government's 
action without checking with Jeru- 
salem.

Minister of Information, Abdul-Ka- 
der Hatem, said last night that “a 
truce is all Israel is seeking now.” 
He stressed that Egypt was not 
budging from its demand to im- 
plement the Security Council re- 
solution of November 1967 ‘in full.” 

Hatem added that Egypt was 
still waiting for the U.S. to define 
its attitude towards the implemen- 
tation of the resolution. 

The Egyptian Deputy Premier 
was speaking after a cabinet meet- 
ing on the “external political situa~ 
tion” in the wake of U.S. Seeretary 
of State Willlam Rogers’ visit. Tt 
also dealt with the interna! situa-

Cairo Radio quoted Hatem as

PARIS (AP). — U.S. Secretary of State William Rogers bas received 
8 message from Egyptian President Anwar Sadat which clarifies cer- 
tain pointa of Egypt's position on a Middle East settlement, U.S. offi- 
ciala said yesterday. The message, intended for relay to President 


Nixon, was transmitted to Mr. Rogers by Donald Bergus, America’s 


chief diplomatic representative in Cairo. 


Mr. Bergus flew here and met 
twice with ΠΝ Bogers to discuss a 
conversation Friday with 
Mr, Sadat. 

The exact content of the Sadat 
Message was not disclosed. But U.S. 
officials said there was some reason 
for encouragement in the clarifi- 
cation of one or two points in the 
Egyptian position. They were said 
to represent a slight modification 
of previous stands, 

In a general discussion of the 
Middle Hast conflict, U.S. officials 
sald there still is some hope for 
an interim settlement this year, al- 
though the hope falls short of a 
prediction, 

On the “positive” 
said, there is a considerable area 
of agreement on (1) the desirability 
of reopening the Suez Canal, (2) that 
it should be operated by the Higyp- 
tians, (8) that there has to be 
some withdrawal by Israel from 
territories occupied during the 1967 
war, and (4) that Dgypt would have 
to occupy at least a portion of the 
territory evacuated by Israel.

‘Guardian’ sees accord

LONDON. — Hgypt and Israel may 
be approaching agreement on re- 
opening the Suez Canal, according 
to a report from Paris in this morn- 
ing's “Guardian.” The paper's cor- 
respondent, Hella Pick, quotes 
French sources close to the Suez 
Canal Company as expressing opti- 
mism similar to that of American 
Secretary of State William Rogers. 
The French sources, she says, 
“appear to assume that it will be 
possible before very long to start 

work dredging the canal” 

The impression she reports from 
Paris, where Rogers discussed the 
Middle Eest with President Pom- 
pidou on Monday, ig that Kosygin 
urged the Egyptians during hig re- 
cent visit to Cairo to accept the 
reopening of the canal. Israel and 
the Egyptians are reported to be 
dn agreement on three basic points. 

These are that it ta desirable to 


reopen the Canal, that its opening. 


Should be under Egyptian control, 
and that in a first stage Israeli 
troops would withdraw some dis- 
tance from the canal and 

would be able to occupy this strip 
of territory. 

Miss Pick doubts whether agree- 
ment has yet been reached on the 
area to be evacuated by Israel in 
this first stage or whether the 
Egyptians would send in troopa or 
police — or whether there should 
also be some kind of observer force. 

She reports, however, that Egypt 
would be prepared to accept the 
reopening of the Canal “provided 
there is a formal undertaking that 
within six months a settlement would 
be reached in accordance with the 
Security Council resolution that Is- 
rael should withdraw to secure and 
recognised borders.”

PROFESSIONAL PRINCE 


By JOHN GRIGG 


LONDON (Ofns). — 
HEN a King reigns, his wife 
is a Queen. When 2 Queen 
reigns, her husband is a Prince. So 
much for equalty of the sexes. 
The husband of Britaln’a Queen 
Elizabeth If ranks above all the 
rest of her subjects. He also has 
the Order of Merit and countless 
other decorations and dignities. Yet 
it ismost unlikely that he will ever 
be King, even King Consort. (The 
only time there was a King Philip 
in England tt was Philip of Spain — 
hardly an encouraging precedent.) 
‘The last male Consort was, of 
course, the seinted Albert, husband 
of Queen Victoria. He was only 42 
when he died, and Lytton Strachey 
conjures up an alarming picture of 
what he might have achieved if his 
life had not been cut short. “Who 
can doubt that, towards the end of 
the century, such 8. man, grown 
grey in the service of the nation... 
would have acquired an extraordi-

nearly eight years longer than 
Prince Albert. His i 
falls tomorrow, but he has 


never shown any sign of becoming 
a threat to Parliamentary govern- 
ment. Nor ‘has he yet “grown grey” 
in the nation’s services: indeed, 
whereas Albert seemed oid before 
his time, Philip seems perennially 
youthful. 


Not scholarly 


There are other differences. 
Albert was manifestly an intellec- 
tual, the product of intense private 
tutoring and of Bonn University, 
where kis studies included law, 
philosophy, history, literature and 
the science of government. Philip 
is highly Intelligent, but not at all 
scholarly; be devours newspapers 
and magazines, but reads very few 
dooks and never went to 8 univer- 
sity.

All his life it has 
been his humiliating lot to be depen- 
dent upon rich relations. 


Naval officer 


Part of Philip's education was in 
Britain, he served as a British naval 
officer throughout World War II, 
and shortly before his marriage 
he became a British subject. On the 
other band, much of his childhood 
was spent abroad, and his four sisters 
all married Germans. It may be 
difficult for him, even now, to feel 
completely at home in Britain, 
though he presumably feels more 
at home there than anywhere else. 

Tn a sense, he is only half as 
British as the Queen — but twice 
as royal. Through her mother, the 
Queen is anchored, as he is not, to

end of good in ἃ general way, and 
his impact upon the nation has 
been fust as preat as Albert's, if 
not greater, His impact upon the 
toyal establishment, however, has 
been very much less, and If he were 
to die now he would be remembered 
for his services as- an individual 
rather than as a reformer of the 
institution, 

The Prince’s office within the 
royal household is curiously small- 
scale and marginal—rather likea 
counter Jeased to some interprising 
firm withina huge and traditiopal- 
ly-run_ department store. Apart 
from typists ete, ‘his staff is now 
limited to a private secretary, an 
honorary part-time treasurer, and 
an equerry seconded from one of 
the Services for a period of three 
years. His salary on the Civil List 
Js £40,000 ἃ year (taxed), compared 
with the Queen Mother's £70,000 
and his eldest son’s independent end 
tax-free Income of £100,000 (itself 
only half what he is entitled to). 
With these relatively meagre re- 
sources, Prince Philip manages to 
be by far the most active member 
of the Royal Family 

Queen’s alibi 

He has a programme of work 
which bears comparison with tha’ 
of ἃ Cabinet Minister or hig-busi- 
ness executive. The Queen, of course, 
has the alibi of her “boxes” (contain- 
ing Govermment papers she has to 
read), but realistic observers of the 
royal scene know very well that in 
her Jife the balance between work 
and leisure is equitably maintained 

Philip's best friend was Camman- 
der Mike Parker, whom he met in 
the Navy during the war and who 
wes his private secretary from 1947 
to 1957. Their offtcial connection 
came to an end when Parker's first 
marriage broke up, and Parker is 
now back in Australia. Among 
others who are, or who have been, 
close to the Prince one might men- 
tion the photographer Baron, the 
naturalist Peter Scott, the artist 
Edward Seago, and two scientists 
who are also potent in the corridors 
of power— Sir Harold Hartley and 
Lord Zuckerman. : 

As a benevolent busybody, Prince 
Philip is without arivalin our time. 
The catalogue of his good works 
would occupy. several pages of 
this newspaper.

The group split into two halves 
when asked whether they Intended 
to give their children a Jewish edu- 
cation.
